The prior art does not adequately disclose a system/method in an aircraft 
instrumentation display system for imaging flight information on a display 
comprising a rendering computer for rendering graphical data to a display based 
on sensed aircraft data, in the form of anti-aliased graphical imaging data for 
selectively actuating a multiplicity of display pixels, to graphically depict a plurality 
of dynamically changing flight parameters, a comparator processor for receiving 
sensor data and generating therefrom comparison imaging data with selected 
parts of the rendering computer generated imaging data for the plural flight 
parameters, to validate the imaging data generated by the rendering computer, 
the comparison imaging data only being compared to a predetermined subset of 
the plurality of pixels of the display pixels of the flight parameters generated by 
the rendering computer.
